This letter is in response to your request for records under the California 
Public Records Act received by the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Department 
(LASD) Discovery Unit on January 10, 2019. 

In your request, you are seeking the following: 

1. Number, if any, of License Plate Readers owned by this department or 
agency, including the manufacturer and whether a data storage package 
has been provided by the manufacturer. 

2. Any documents or correspondence during the period encompassing this 
request regarding possible or planned acquisition of License Plate 
Readers. 

3. Any existing or proposed usage policies regarding the use of License 
Plate Readers, including protocols, training documents, data storage 
procedures and prohibited activities. 

4. Any current or past litigation involving or referencing this department 
or agency involving the use of License Plate Readers 

Response to request 1: Your requests does not ask for “identifiable” public 
records, but “information” in the form of interrogatories. The Public Records 
Act, Government Code section 6253(b), does not require that a public entity 
create a record in order to respond to a request for information. The Act only 
requires that certain non-exempt records already in existence be made 
available; it does not require the public entity to answer interrogatories. 

However, in an effort to assist with your questions, the following has been 
provided: 

• The Department currently has both mobile and fixed ALPR units from 
Vigilant Solutions and PIPS. Currently, we have approximately 150 
fixed and 113 mobile ALPR’s functioning. 
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• In regards to data storage, we currently store our own PIPS ALPR data, 
while the Vigilant ALPR data is stored within their cloud hosted storage.
